CHAPTER 481.

AN ACT to authorize John Arpin and Daniel J.
Arpin, their associates, heirs and assigns, to
erect and maintain a dam or dams across the
Tomahawk river, in township thirty six (36)
north, of range six (6) east, in Uneida county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Authorlzing SecrioN 1. John Arpin and Daniel J. Arpin,
al, tobulld  their associates, heirs and assigns, are hereby
Tome e authorized and empowered to erect and maintain
ooy melda g dam or dams (not exceeding two) across the
Tomahawk river, on any lands now owned by
them in section twenty-one (21), township thirty-
six (36) north, of range six (6) east, at such point
or points on their lands in said township and
range as they shall select; provided, that if one
dam only be erected, the same shall not
exceed sixteen feet in height, and if two
